Profit In Young Stock. 

The young animal makes a greater 
proportionate gain than the adult for 
tlie reason that It Is growing, yet farm¬ 
ers sacrifice their young stock ahd fat¬ 
ten the matured animals. After an 
animal has completed its growth it in¬ 
creases by accumulation of fat. a large 
portion of tlie food going into the 
manure. While a youug calf may ap¬ 
parently consume a large proportion of 
food, yet it increases accordingly. Tlie 
farmer who lias platform scales, and 
who will weigh the food aud tlie calf, 
will find that the young animal in¬ 
creases rapidly, and that the food is 
yielding a profit.
